Tackle Huge Task of Accumulating 


Supplies In Europe to Save Tonnage 
for Other Products—Board Is Con- 
siderina plan of Pooling All Sup- 
plies. 


The newest adjunct 01 tne uuueu 


States purchasing board, which was 
created several weeks ago on the In- 
itiative of General Pershing, is an aux- 
iliary civilian advisory council, com- 
posed of five or six American business 
men resident in France. 


These men, whose names have not 


yet been made public; have been askeil 
to lend their assistance to the board in : 
Us gigantic work and to facilitate its 
operation by advice on conditions and 
prices in France, and by giving tho 
board the benefit of their expert knowl- 
edge whenever It may be needed. 
j 


The decision to create this auxiliary 


icouncil is only one of the strides the 
board has made In the few weeks of 
Its existence. 


Its chief. Col. Charles Gf. Dawes or 


Chicago, a former controller of the cur- 
rency and president of the Central 
Trust Company of Illinois, has already 
surrounded himself with nearly n doz- 
en expert quartermaster officers, who 
are purchasing officers also of their 
respective branches of service, and is 
rapidly coordinating the work of pur- 
chasing supplies for the present as 
well as prospective armies in France. 


The success of the original Pershing 


idea has been assured because the 
French from the outset co-operated to 
their utmost in the plan. They have 
detailed officers to Colonel Dawes' 
staff who are commissioned to help 
him in every possible way. 


The task with which the purchasing 


board is confronted and on which it Is 
now working about sixteen hours a day 
Is the accumulation in Europe of 
all supplies of every nature that may 


i be available. 
Thus tonnage will be 


saved, for ships will not be loaded with 
material already purchased when they 
can bring other materials. 
Also, the 


scheme seeks to prevent duplication in 
buying. 


In accordance with this plan the en- 


tente countries are being and will be 
scoured for every kind of war mate- 
rial that may be available, from food 
of all kinds to airplane parts and from 
Iron piping to woolen blankets. It is 
| to assist in turning up all such sup- 


plies and in gauging correctly what 
they should cost that the civilian aux- 
iliary council has been planned. 


May Pool Supplies. 


(Che purchasing board Is considering 


a plan of pooling all supplies that may 
be procured. Thus all meat supplies 
arriving from America for the Ameri- 
can troops may be thrown In with 
French supplies procured by the board, 
rind the two armies fed from the joint 
stock. The board likewise has charge 
of purchasing for the Red Cross "and 
the Y. M. C. A., both organizations hav- 
ing representatives 
under 
Colonel 


Dnwes, who assist him, as do the quar^ 
termnsters. 


Even the brief preliminary work of 


the board has revealed what General 
Pershing realized when recommending 
Its establishment, namely, that vast 
results could be obtained by buying 
In Europe what can be bought, and by 
devoting the tonnage that would have 
been required in its transportation to 
something else. 


The board Is working with the co- 


operation of both the French and the 
British army authorities. It expects 
to be able to Import, and probably will 
Itself transport, from England the coal 
supplies that are needed during the 
coming winter, thougji this will neces- 
sarily be In conjunction with the 
French, since tlie latter control storage 
quarters.

Handicapped in Efforts to Handle 


Traffic Because of War 


Conditions. 


How the railroads are handicapped 


In their efforts to handle the enormous 
increase In traffic of all kinds because 
of war conditions is explained by 
Fairfax Harrison, chairman of the rail- 
roads' war board, In replying to an in- 
quiry by Senator Kewlands, chairman 
of the congressional joint committee 
on interstate commerce. 


Sir. Harrison says in part: 
"The capacity of nil the steel-plate 


mills in the United States is 1,850,000 
tons annually. 
"We are advised that 


the government's program for the com- 
ing- year will require about 1,600,000 
tons of such plates. The needs of the 
railroads iu plates merely for repairs 
to locomotives and cars during the 
coming year will be 275,000 tons. Or- 
ders for new locomotives, rail and oth- 
er railroad equipment for use abroad 
by the United States tmd the allies, 
which have been given preference to 
the needs of our railroads at home, 
are also delaying the delivery of our 
orders. This presents one of our most 
serious problems in the outlook for 
the next twelve-months. 


"The continued increase In the effi- 


ciency of the railroads depends largely 
upon the delivery of the cars nnd lo- 
comotlvos • now on order, to replace 
those worn out or destroyed from time 
to time, and the regular receipt of rail 
and steel products for repair 
pur- 


poses." 


After citing official statistics show- 


Ing a decline of !52,120,2-12 in (he net 
earnings from railway operations for 
the six months ended June, 1017, as 
compared 
with 
the 
corresponding 


period of 1010, Mr. Harrison says: 


"If the prospects are, O.L railroad 


managers believe them to be, that this 
tendency may increase, then, to the ex- 
tent that It does, It will Increasingly 
limit the ability of the railroads out 
nf income to maintain and develop 
their facilities for transportation serv- 
ive. 


"Tills current tendency to establish 


expenses on a higher level than ever | 
before is what gives railroad managers | 
their highest concern at the moment. j 
The present large volume of revenues ' 
may not always obtain; when it drops , 
the ability to curtail expenses propor- : 
[innately is limited by conditions over i 
which the railway manager has no 
longer any vestige of economic con- 
trol. 


- "Furthermore, these special condi- 
tions, taken In connection with 
the 


general conditions affecting the money 
markets of the country, with which 
you are familiar, have made It today 
difficult, if not Impossible, for even the 
most favored railroads to raiso new 
capital; the sale of long-term bonds 
is apparently out of the'question ex- 
cepting at heavier discount thnn prud- 
ence will permit, and tho Issue of new 
stock upon any reasonable terms Is 
not within the power of any railroad 
company."

A three- 
yenr-old colt handled In this manner 
after a few weeks' preparatory work 
will be able to do considerable work 
but of course he should be given a day 
of rest occasionally.

SUCCESS OF PLAN ASSURED 


HUSBAND TAKES 


NAME OF BRIDE 


Tackle Huge Task of Accumulating 


Supplies In Europe to Save Tonnage 
for Other Products—Board Is Con- 
sidering •'Ian of Pooling All Sup- 
plies. 
|

States purchasing board, which was 
created several weeks ago on the In- 
itiative of General Pershiug, Is an aux- 
iliary civilian advisory council, com- 
posed of five or six American business 
men resident in France. 


These men, whose names have no.t ' 


yet been made public; have been askcil 
to lend their assistance to the board in ' 
Its gigantic work and to facilitate its 
operation by advice on conditions and 
prices In France, and by giviug tho 
board the benefit of their expert knowl- 
edge whenever it may be needed. 
j 


The decision to create this auxiliary 


:councll is only one of the strides the 
board has made In the few weeks of 
Its existence. 
_ 


Its chief, Col. Charles 6". Dawes of 


Chicago, a former controller of the cur- 
rency and president of the Central 
Trust Company of Illinois, has already 
surrounded himself with nearly a doz- 
en expert quartermaster officers, who 
are purchasing officers also of their 
respective branches of service, and is 
rapidly coordinating the work of pur- 
chasing supplies for the present as 
well as prospective armies in France. 


The success of the original Pershing 


idea has been assured because the 
French from the outset co-operated to 
their utmost in the plan. They have 
detailed officers to Colonel Dawes' 
staff who are commissioned to help 
him in every possible way. 


The task with which the purchasing 


board is confronted and on which It is 
now working about sixteen hours a day 
Is the accumulation in Europe of 
all supplies of every nature that may 
be available. 
Thus tonnage will be 


saved, for ships will not be loaded with 
material already purchased when they 
can bring other materials. 
Also, the 


scheme seeks to prevent duplication in 
buying. 


In accordance with this plan the en- 


tente countries are being and will be 
scoured for every kind of war mate- 
rial that may be available, from food 
of all kinds to airplane parts and from 
Iron piping to woolen blankets. It is 
to assist in turning tip all such sup- 
plies and in gauging correctly what 
they should cost that the civilian aux- 
iliary council has been planned. 


May Pool Supplies. 


Che purchasing board is considering 


a plan of pooling all supplies that may 
be procured. Thus all meat supplies 
arriving from America for the Ameri- 
can troops may be thrown In with 
French supplies procured by the board, 
and the two armies fed from the joint 
stock. The board likewise has charge 
of purchasing for the Ked Cross and 
the T. M. C. A., both organizations hav- 
ing representatives under 
Colonel 


Dawes, who assist him, as do the quar;. 
termasters. 


Even the brief preliminary work of 


the board has revealed what General 
Pershing realized when recommending 
Its establishment, namely, that vast 
results could be obtained by buying 
In Europe what can be bought, and by 
devoting the tonnage that would have 
been required in Its transportation to 
something else. 


The board Is working with the co- 


' operation of both the French and the 


British army authorities. It expects 
to be able to Import, and probably will 
Itself transport, from England the coal 
supplies that are needed during the 
coming winter, though this will neces- 
sarily be In conjunction with the 
French, since the latter control storage 
quarters.

Handicapped in Efforts to Handle 


Traffic Because of War 


Conditions. 


How the railroads are handicapped 


in their efforts to handle the enormous 
increase in traffic of all kinds because 
of war conditions is explained by 
Fairfax Harrison, chairman of the rail- 
roads' war board, in replying to an in- 
quiry by Senator NewJnnds, chairman 
of the congressional joint committee 
on Interstate commerce. 


Mr. Harrison says in part: 
"Tho capacity of all the steel-plate 


mills in the United States is 1,850,000 
tons annually. We are advised that 
the government's program for the com- 
ing year will require about 1,600,000 
tons of such plates. The needs of the 
railroads in plates merely for repairs 
to locomotives and' cars during the 
_coruing year will be 275,000 tons. Or- 
"ders for new locomotives, rail and oth- 
er railroad equipment for use abroad 
by the United States and the allies, 
which have been given preference to 
the needs of our railroads at home, 
are also delaying the delivery of our 
orders. This presents one of our most 
serious problems in the outlook for 
the next twelve-months. 


"The continued increase In the effi- 


ciency of the railroads depends largely 
upon the delivery of the cars and lo- 
comotives -now on order, to replace 
those worn out or destroyed from time ' 
to time, ami the regular receipt of rail 
and steel products for repair pur- 
poses."

period of 1910, Sir. Harrison says: 


"If the prospects are, at railroad 


cnannf;i.'rs believe them to be, that this 
tendency may Increase, then, to the ex- 
tent that It does, it will Increasingly 
limit the ability of the railroads out 
of inpfime to maintain and develop 
their facilities for transportation serv- 
Ive.

State Department of 


Health Urges Need 


For Information 


This newspaper to- 
day print* the second 
of a series of six 
articles dealing with 
the subject of social 
hyalene. The action 
is taken 
for' two 


reasons, 
first, 
be- 


cause of the earnest solicitation of 
the State Department of Health that 
we co-operate in the project, and 
second, because we are convinced that 
there I* no subject of more import- 
ance to the young men and women of 
this community. 


This series of articles is based upon 


the fact that the Legislature of 1917 
enacted and Governor Whitman signed 
an amendment to the domestic rela- 
tions law, providing that marriage 
licenses m»y not be issued In New 
York State unless accompanied by 
sworn statements of the contracting 
parties that they have never been in- 
fected with any venereal disease, or 
if so Infected within five years, have 
had laboratory tests showing freedom 
from infection. 
In addition, the Pub- 


lic Health Council has placed the so- 
cial diseases under the classification 
of "communicable diseases" and re- 
quires every 
physician and 
health 


officer to furnish a patient under his 
care suffering from venereal disease 
with "definite instructions regarding 
essential precautionary measures to 
be taken in order to avoid the spread 
of infection to others, such instruc- 
tions having been prepared in pamph- 
let form by the State Department of 
Health. 


This newspaper is well aware that 


the subject of social hygiene is not 
considered by some a proper subject 
for newspaper discussion. We believe, 
however, that the time for prudery 
is past. The articles to appear have 
been prepared with the utmost con- 
sideration for the family; 
there is 


nothing in them to offend or frighten, 
but much to consider.

The bill amending the domestic re- 


lations law, providing that marriage 
licenses may not be issued in New- 
York State unless accompanied by 
sworn statements of the contracting 
parties that they have never been in- 
tected with any venereal disease, >r i£ 
so infected within five years, have had 
laboratory tests showing freedom from 
infection, was enacted into law he- 
cause of the fact that the people of the 
State are very largely ignorant of the 
ravages of the venereal diseases and 
the methods of prevention and are 
without advice in regard to intelligent 
treatment when once they have been 
acquired. Parents are either ignorant 
of the dangers to which the marriage 
relation may subject their children or 
hesitate to tell them of it. 


It is estimated that 10 per cent of 


the general •'population of the State 
would show positive results on labora- 
tory tests for venereal dlseae • were 
this one absolute means of determin- 
ing presence or absence o£ infection 
available to all. This means, accord- 
ing to the last census, that over 800,000 
people in New York State are infected 
with venereal disease. 


During the years 1915 and 1916 in 


the laboratories maintained by the 
State Department of Health and by 
the New York City Department of 
Health the tests made for both syphilis 
and 
gonorrhea, totalled 183,892 
Of 


these 38,444 were positive, and a ]ar»e 
additional number were doubUuI. This 
indicates that over 20 per cent were 
positive, or, in other words, diseased. 
It is, of course, certain that in the gen- 
eral population the dmease percentage 
is somewhat smaller, since in many 
instances tests are not taken until the 
suspicions of the patient or the physi- 
cian are aroused. 


In 1915 in the State outside of New 


York City there were 1.SG4 deaths 
caused directly by syphilis aud gonor- 
ihej. 
There were caused by other 


disaases which are frequently, though 
not always, the result of syphilib 10,- 
407 deaths 
The State Hospital Com- 


mission informs the State Department 
of Health that in the State hospitals on 
July 1, 1910, there were 1,444 persons 
who weie inmates as the direct result 
of syphilis. 


These figures form a part of the 


public records of New York State and 
New York City. They are not guesses 
or estimates—they are facts. 
They 


ought to convince every reader 01 this 
paper that the dissemination of vener- 
eal disease constitutes perhaps the 
most important public health problem 
of the day. 
It ifl not a. question ot 


morals, from the standpoint oC the 
State Department of Health, but a 
public health problem pure and simple

that the sugar -shortage there is to bo 
relieved by shipments from the "United 
States. Paris will have its little cakes.
